It ie from the Bap, 
gheti Magazine for December, and is dated Mrrol, 2), 1835. 

Since ] mentioned that Ko Sanlone had been 
imprisoned and abused for . aching the Gos- 
pel, you will doubtless wish to know how his 
religion supported him in the hour of trial. 
can truly say that ] bavenever seer the Chris- 
tian more perfectly exhibited, than in the char- 
acter and conduct of this man. Ile has come 
to see me since his release, He says that he 
was very happy during all bis imprisonment: 
that though his feet and neck were hurt with 
irons, he did not think of his pain, nor was he 
afraid to be in the hands of Lis perseoutors, since 
he remembered that the blessed Saviour had said’ 
to his disciples, that without the notice of their 
Heavenly Father not a hair should fall from 
their heads. The rulers, that they might terrify 
such as were disposed to examine the Christian 
religion, and obtain money for his release, had 
laimed abroad every where, that it was their 
intention to kill Ko Sanlone, so that when Moung 
Shwa Thah passed along the streets, the general 
inquiry was, “ When is that Christiau to be exe- 
cuted ?” Like primitive diseiples, he was cou- 
demned and imprisoned with the wicked, and 
sang praises to God, and the prisoners heard 
‘him. He says, when he considered’ what a God 
he had to serve, he could not tear wan, and 
therefore he exhorted all to repent and believe 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I believe that every professed disciple that the 
rulers could find in Rangoon, has heen fined. 
Fifteen rupees is the lowest five I have heard 
of. Some of the disciples ran away to the jun- 
gie, and have not since been seen. A! Rangoon 
were afraid to come near our house. We have 
not yet been able to employ a teacher. We 
have with us three Karen lads and a Burman, 
who were British subjects, having come from 
Maulmein. These] can employ «s 1 please, 
and the people dare not meddle with them.— 
There are two Burman subjects, to whom Mrs. 
H. was giving English instruction, who have not 
forsaken us. Eight Rangoon Karens were taken, 
imprisoned, fined and sent home to the jungle. 
They were fined.from 10 to 100 rupees. Some

Butif he does not do this at the time, this ordi- 
nance places the child within the pale of the chris- 
tian covenant, and im the language of one of the 
thirty-nine articles,“ is a sign of regeneration or new 
birth, whereby as by an instrament, they that receive 
baptism rightly are grafted into the Church: the 
promises of the forgiveness of sin, and of our adop- 
tion to be the sons of God by the Holy Ghost, are 
visibly signed and sealed.” Such an entire regener- 
ation as this, therefore, is promised to those infant 
children who receive baptism rightly—that is accord- 
ing to the will and appointment of God. When this 
spiritual change is to take place, we know not. No 
one, at the time, can say it does not take place in 
baptism. Infants are undoubtedly capable of spiritu- 
al sanctification. The Saviour himself declared, 
that regeneration, or being born again, was indispen- 
sable to salvation. If infants then are capuble of 
salvation itself, they are necessarily capable of ever 
thing which is an indisp ble antecedent to it. ft 
will not do, therefore, to say that infants are not ca- 
pable of regeneration. Baptism is always a sign of 
regeneration, and inasmuch as it guaranties, when it 
is received rightly, by the very fuct of its being a 
“seal of the righteousness of faith'’—the blessing of 
spiritual regeneration, may we not with propriety 
speak of those who are baptized, as regenerate? Of | 
course, if their first career as voluntary moral agents 
is begun in rebellion against God, as is the case with 
too many baptized children, we shall be obliged to 
conclude that they are still in a state of unregenera- 
cy.

and full regeneration, earlier or later, sure to follow 
this act of dedicating children to God, if they are 
dedicated to Him according to his will—and the con 
ditions annexed to the promise of the covenant ure 
ied with? And in forming a public service, is 
not the Church obliged to suppose in reference to 
those thus dedicated to God, that the conditions will 
be complied with? To eall al! baptized infants re- 
generate then, is nothing more than to speak in the 
strong language of faith.

The ordi- 
nances of God's house have not been neglected in 
this time of refreshing from His presence. I have 
visited the place of much water twice since the com- 
meneement of the present month, and have baptized 
eight, six males and two females. Last Sabbath 
evening the church was seated at the table of our Lord 
and received the memorials of his death and suffer- 
ings from the haad of our aged brother in Christ, 
Isaac Cast. The Church has been much encour- 
aged and strengthened.

Sanpwicn Istanps.—It appears by the report of | 
the missionaries, that the number of publisiaed copies | 
ot various works, issued from the presses at the Sand- | 
wich Islands, in the native language, during the last | 
year was 889,800, containing 36,640 pages. The) 
labor in the printing offices is mostly executed by the | 
natives, who are extremely fond of employment. | 
Afier serving a specified apprenticeship they receive 
the usual wages, which is paid them regularly every | 
week. The schools on the island are in a very flour- 
ishing state. It appears that there are under the im- | 
mediate instruction of members of the mission, 1847 ; | 
viz: 744 men, 493 women, and 610 children ; schol- 
ars attending to reading, writing, geography and a- | 
rithmetic, 1467; average number of Sunday schoo! 
scholars 2190. It appears too, that the present num- 
ber of native members of churches is 747 ; that dur- 
ing the year ending June 1834, the nomber added to 
the churches was fon: suspended 14 ; restored 13 ; 
excommunicated 5; died5; marriages celebrated 
1125. ‘The number of pupils in the high school for 
native teachers is 68. ‘This school is under the su- 
perintendence of Mr. Johnson, who is well known 
to our citizens asa worthy and highly respectable 
gentleman, who went out in the ship New England, 
about 5 years since, to join the mission at these islands. 
—New Bedford Mercury. 

Missionaries to Inpia.—The Rev. Mr. Wins- 
low, together with the weary * gentlemen, under 
the patronage of the Western Foreign Missionary 
Society, viz: Rev. Messrs. M’Ewen and Campbell, 
and Messrs. Rogers, Jamieson and Porter, with their 
wives, sailed from Philadelphia on Monday last, in 
the ship Charles Wharton, for Calcutta via Madras. 
It is the intention of the society to establish semina- 
ries in Northern India, for the instruction of the 
natives in the higher branches of English education, 
and the three last named gentlemen are to be con- 
nected with these seminaries. They have also 
sent out a printing office and materials for printing 
tracts and portions of the Bible. 

Cavrcu Buitpine Society.—This Society, which 
has been but recently organized, will probably prove 
one of the most useful in our Church. Its object is 
to assist destitute parishes in the West, by furnishing 
them with the means of building Churches at suita- 
ble times, on easy terms, and in such a manner as to 
save them from the delay and expense, the mortifica- 
tion and great inconvenience incurred, by bringing 
their applications separately and in the usual way 
before the public. A t’s reflection, we think, 
will convince any person that the design is one of 
the most noble, judicious, and provident kind, caleu- 
lated to work in a systematic manner, roduce 
extensive and lasting results. We doubt whether a 
more important society than this will be, if its de- 
sign is realized, has ever been formed in the Chureh ; 
and we are happy to see that it is in the hands of 
men who will push it a-head. Their subscription 
amounts alrexdy, and with scarce an effort, to $10,000 ; 
and we wish it were ten times as much, for there 
is scarcely any amount of money which such a so- 
ciety might not expend to the greatest advantage. —

The chiefs, into whose hands the 
anovity came, refused to pay him—and thus, for be- 
ing a good man, and trying tw do good, he was rob- 
bed wf what the State of New-York, in their treat 
with these Indians, solemnly guarautied to him, A 
few friends at the bay made the young man 4 present 
— to the amount of his annuity. Having obtain- 
ed a permanent place of meeting for the season in 
the opposing part of the nation, we appointed and 
have held a protracted meeting among them. The 
result of this meeting has been cheering. About 20 
professed to be converted, and offered themselves as 
probationers, and a great many of the suciety were 
renewed. 

I could relate facts connected with opposition to 
the Gospel here that would hardly be considered as 
credible; and if the course of policy be continued 4 
which has existed, I shall feel myself justified and 
obliged to make those facts public. 

I feel assured that the Oneida mission at Dock 
Creek is in a state of prosperity. ‘The Indians want 
some hymn books, ph pe ns some copies of the scrip- 
tures. The land sales have engrossed the physical, 
mental and moral powers of almost the entire com- 
munity at the Bay. It has been a time of some trial. 
We hope to outlive its blighting influence however, 
and see the good cause of our God in prosperity.
